SAIGON (AP) — American 


fighter-bombers attacked SAM 
missile sites and antiaircraft 
guns in North Vietnam Monday 
for the second time in less than a 
week, the U. S. Command an- 
nounced tonight. 


No American aircraft were 


hit, the command said. In the 
encounter on Jan. 28, an F105 
fighter-bomber and a rescue 
helicopter were shot down and 
eight Americans were missing. 


The Americans disclosed the 


air activity over North Vietnam 
shortly after allied forces halted 
offensive operations for a 24- 
hour cease-fire for Tet, the 
Vietnamese lunar new year 
celebration. The allied truce 
began 11 hours after a four-day 


cease-fire proclaimed by the 
Viet Cong. 


The U. S. Command said the 


circumstances of the attacks on 
the North Vietnamese batteries 
Monday were the same as those 
the previous week: The North 
Vietnamese fired on American 
reconnaissance planes over the 
North. 


The attack Monday occurred 


"over North Vietnam near the 
Laotian border in the Ban Karai 
Pass area 30 miles west- 
southwest of Dong Hoi," the 
command said. This is about 20 
miles north of the demilitarized 
zone between North and South 
Vietnam.

Over the past few years a trend has existed at Red Bluff High for 


students and teachers to play roles, taking the stances they think 
they ought to, according to the popular opinions of the moment. 


The purpose for this forced schizophrenia seems to be acceptance, 


a need to fit in, even if the square corners have to be covered to 
squeeze in a round hole. 


This theory or finding security in a group demands a constant 


classification and judgment of others, mostly on a superficial level; 
therefore the existence of such a variety of types as Liberals, Con- 
servatives, Hardguys, Hippies, Socs, and Straights. Standards for 
each group are set by stereo-types of physical appearance. For in- 
stance, long hair on a boy puts him in the position to be judged as a 
hippie; a crew cut and a football jersey denotes a straight. Little, if 
any, concern is exhibited in regard to the individual's intellect or 
beliefs. At times these set standards are cause for many students to 
"play the part" because it's easier than being different. It's easier 
for a long haired guy to act as a hippie then to change his appearance 
to fit what, for him, might be a more appropriate role. 


Common to all groups is the need to criticize, for people usually do 


not try to get close to others who criticize them. And if people do not 
get dose, there is no chance for them to discover any inconsistencies 
in a group's "front." 


Unfortunately, even in the infliction of criticism it appears there 


are some who must be superior. 


There are those at Red Bluff who feel the need to constantly find 


fault to be nappy, to forever condemn other students, the ad- 
ministration, parents, or the world (depending on how far their scope 
extends) for their imperfections. 


Yet is it reality to expound on love, peace, and people's relation- 


ships and be intolerant of the feelingsof those of a different opinion? 
Ideals are nothing unless put tu use. 


There are some real people at Red Bluff and it's time they set some 


examples for those only preaching relevancy and reality. 


It's time for us to realize that "reality" means being what you are 


and all you can be; saying what you mean and meaning what you 
say. 


Maybe then we wouldn't have to work so hard just to be miserable.

WASHINGTON - A new 


academic- industrial complex 
has grown up around celebrated 
educators who, for the right fee, 
will put on their university 
laurels 
and 
offer 
expert 


testimony to advance corporate 
causes. 


For instance, the timber in- 


dustry, now staging a billion- 
dollar raid on our national 
forests, paid some $1,200 in fees 
and expenses to Dean John A. 
Zivnuska of the University of 
California Forestry School for 
his helpful opinions. 


In another area, the drug 


firms have laid out cash to such 
big college guns as Paul Cootner 
of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology ($6,500) and Simon 
N. Whitney of New York 
University ($4,250) for favorable 
testimony. 


Another educator who has 


endeared himself to the drug 
industry by testifying for it is 
Prof. Jesse 
Markham, 
a 


distinguished Harvard Business 
School marketing expert. The 
industry was billed $4,500 for his 
work, although Markham insists 
his net was less and the fee was 
for a year's consulting as well. 


At another hearing, he spoke 


kindly of conglomerates, which 
are now under a variety of 
federal investigations. In many 
ways, said Markham soothingly, 
they are no different from or- 
dinary enterprises. 


The professor, it happens, has 


been selected by the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce to do a 
study of conglomerate in- 
dustries. It also happens that 90 
per cent of the chamber's 
members 
are 
small 


businessmen, many struggling 
to keep their enterprises from 
being 
gobbled 
up 
by 


conglomerates. 


So it may come as a surprise 


to them that the man picked by 
the 
chamber 
to 
study 


conglomerates is on the record 
as favoring many aspects of the 
company-eaters. 
CORPORATE NAVEL 
CONTEMPLATION 


The idea of financing a study 


by Markham came out of the 
chamber's Antitrust and Trade 
Regulation 
Committee, 


dominated by conglomerates 
and other corporate giants. The 
90 per cent of chamber members 
who are small businessmen are 
virtually unrepresented on the 
committee. 


A power on the committee is 


Scott Bohon, antitrust lawyer 
for International Telephone and 
Telegraph, 
a 
major 


conglomerate. At the meeting 
where Markham was hand- 
picked to do the studdy, the 
emphasis was on how objective 
he would be. But Bohon said the 
idea was also to "get out the 
other side," to refute "the 
people who have testified 
against multi-purpose firms." 


In any case, Markham was 


approached and was willing. 
The tax-free National Chamber 


Foundation agreed to fund the 
study, first with a $36,000 grant 
and probably with more funds 
later. 


This column asked Markham 


how much he stood to make. 


The distinguished academic 


blasphemed us roundly, then 
snorted: "Not one red cent. 


"You are trying to make me 


out to be a harlot," he added. 


In fact, the grant money goes 


to Harvard, but if the study is 
published, Markham may reap 
revenue from the sales. 


Meanwhile, 
the National 


Chamber Foundation, set up by 
chamber officials who still help 
run it, is soliciting $150,000 for 
the Markham survey. The 
chamber hopes the money will 
pour 
in 
from 
its 
small 


businessmen members before 
they are gobbled up by the 
conglomerates. 


Note: The new academic- 


industrial complex has drawn 
all too many teachers and 
professors away from their 
classrooms to do research for 
the corporate dollar. At this 
time of student unrest, the 
capable professors are more 
urgently needed in class 


FORGETS ROLE AS CON- 
SUMER 


Even at the best of times, the 


federal government's advisory 
committees on lumber grading 
and lumber standards 
are 


dominated by the timber barons 
and other wood industry men. 


Both committees, set up by 


the Commerce Department, 
provide 
for 
a 
consumer 


representative. But his lonely 
voice is no more than a whisper 
in the lumber lobby's pines. 


Last week, the standards 


committee met at the Sheraton- 
Biltmore Hotel in Atlanta behind 
closed doors. One agenda item 
was to nominate a consumer 
member for its sister grading 
committee. The lumber men 
cast around for a tame con- 
sumer who would take the non- 
paying job, but one man after 
another was ruled out. 


Finally, they hit on the idea of 


naming a lumber industry 
retailer on the standards 
committee as the consumer 
member of the grading com- 
mittee. They chose Loren F. 
Dorman, 
of 
the 
National 


Lumber and Building Materials 
Dealers Association. 


Before joining the lumber 


dealers, Dorman was for ten 
years with the National Forest 
Products Association, the lobby 
for the timber magnates, even 
less a consumer group than the 
retailers. 
Dorman 
agreed 


willingly to wear both hats. 


In fact, he stood up and 


thanked the group for his 
nomination on behalf of the 
retailers until another industry 
member reminded him he-was 
now representing the consumer. 
The Commerce Department will 
get a chance to decide whether a 
retailer and a consumer are the 
same thing later this month.

Blacks, Spanish Americans 
Still In The Low-Pay Jobs 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


federal survey shows that labor 
unions with the highest paying 
jobs in the San Francisco Bay 
Area have the smallest per- 
centage of members who are 
Negroes or Spanish-named. 


The survey, released Monday 


by the federal Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Com- 
mission, covered 170,448 union 
members referred to jobs in San 
Francisco, Marin, Alameda, 
San Mateo and Contra Costa 
counties. 


Reports were based on 1*87 


figures, but the pattern has not 
changed, said Frank Quinn who 
directs the commission in this 


The survey showed thut S1.S 


per cent of the laborer! Union 
members were Negroes and 22.4 
par cent were Spanarti Mr-

On The Right 


Terrible Nicholas 


Mr. Nicholas Johnson is 


young, bright, and charming. 
But wait, you have not heard the 
worst. He is a one-man reformer 
who is situated in the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
and will be there until 1973. He 
has single-handedly undertaken 
to reform U.S. television, which 
is a praiseworthy ambition, but 
he has elected to use most 
unusual means of doing so. 


Mr. Johnson has written a 


most engaging polemic called, 
"How 
to Talk Back to Your 


Television Set." In that book he 
arrives at conclusions which are 
almost indistinguishable from 
Mr. Agnew's, namely that a 
very small lot of people exercise 
altogether too much p_ower in 
America, to wit those who 
control television. It is strange 
that the two gentlemen should 
have arrived at the same con- 
clusion because Mr. Agnew can 
be described, roughly, as a 
Nixon Republican, whereas Mr. 
Johnson is — I should suppose — 
a Gene McCarthy Democrat. 
Mr. Agnew wants to reform 
television by the force of public 
opinion. Mr. Johnson wants to 
use 
legislative 
and 
ad- 


ministrative weapons to change 
TV. 


Now here is his principal 


weapon. The original law setting 
up the FCC stipulated that a 
licensee, i.e. the individual or 
the corporation that is granted a 
license, must petition at the end 
of every three-year period for a 
renewal of that license. What 
criteria were to be considered 
by the FCC at such times as they 
reviewed a licensee's ap- 
plication for renewal? The law 
talks rather vaguely in terms of 
serving the public interest. Over 
the years, the FCC renewed and 
renewed and renewed, tens of 
thousands of times. Stations that 
were making money were able, 
tacitly, to point to the high 
ratings that made their stations 
profitable and invite the in- 
ference that they were clearly 
serving the public interest, as 
witness how much of the public 
was listening in. Stations that 
lost money were able to use the 
argument that such was their 
concern for the public interest 
that they even lost money in 
trying to please people. 


Slowly, the FCC evolved a 


series of standards, defining for 
instance the so-called Fairness 
Doctrine, 
which 
requires 


television and radio to grant 
time 
under 
certain cir- 


cumstances to people who are 
attacked. Additionally, the FCC 
has insisted that a certain

programming be done — that 
kind of thing.

essentially — a formality. 


Along came Mr. Johnson. He 


read the law and said flatly that 
the law does not confer a 
property right on the licensee, 
and that that being the case, 
really, why should Jones, who 
has had a station for three 
years, 
be preferred 
over 


Robinson, who hasn't? Now the 
result was potentially explosive. 
Because it costs only about a 
hundred thousand dollars to file 
an application for a station that 
may be worth twenty-five 
million dollars. Pretty good 
odds, if you win. 


Senator Pastore of Rhode 


Island introduced a bill which 
said simply that no one could 
apply for a station unless the 
FCC had already disqualified 
the current licensee. Pressure 
mounted 
against 
Senator 


Pastore. The FCC then voted, 
over Mr. Johnson's protests, on 
a new formula. Licensees would 
not be bumped if the FCC ruled 
that they had run their stations 
substantially in the public in- 
terest. That left both sides 
unhappy. Mr. Johnson, because 
there is something 
of a 


presumption still in favor of the 
licensee. The owners because, 
there is a vagueness there which 
commits them to a life of per- 
petual insecurity. 


Although Mr. Johnson wants 


to take advantage of the 
language of a very old law in 
order to work changes which he 
knows the Congress would not 
authorize in a special bill, he 
does come out strong in favor of 
pay-TV. That, of course, is the 
answer. Everybody pays for 
teevee anyway — by paying 
more for the consumer product 
that sponsors your favorite 
program. The solution is clear: 
to let the minorities have their 
own radio and television by 
paying a small charge to see 
their favorite programs. So 
arrange it, and there would be 
no need for the FCC to handle 
such unanswerable questions as 
what exactly is it which is in the 
public interest. One wishes Mr. 
Johnson had stressed that point 
more ardently in his book. But 
forgive him that one tran- 
sgression and have a look at a 
sprightly diatribe against 
contemporary TV.

Avoiding Operations

I HAVE been getting a ser- 


ies of injections in order to 
avoid an operation for hemor- 
rhoids. How long does it take 
to obtain the full benefits?

Dear Mr. W.: There seems 


to be some confusion in your 
letter about the reason for 


the injections. 
These are nev- 
er used "in or- 
der to avoid" 
surgery. Rath- 
er, injections 
of 
chemicals 


into the hem- 
orrhoids are 
used in care- 
fully selected 
cases not as a 
substitute for 
surgery 
b u t 


because the doctor believes he 
can obtain an excellent result 
in this way. How long it takes 
depends on the individual case. 
Hemorrhoids are clusters of 
small veins, and when they are 
not markedly enlarged or com- 
plicated, an injection of a 
chemical may seal off the pile 
or hemorrhoid. In many in- 
stances this method is very 
effective. Naturally, a patient 
will always tend. to try to 
avoid an operation. This is un- 
derstandable but is not always 
the realistic approach to a 
problem.

Not much has been 
done or understood about this 
common "social" condition. 
Unless there is obvious disease, 
such as adenoids in children or 
nasal polyps in adults or any 
other obvious medical condi- 
tion, snoring is usually due to 
relaxation of the muscles of 
the jaw, the tongue, the palate, 
and the throat during sleep. 


There are a number of sim- 


ple devices that may accom- 
plish their anti-snoring pur- 
pose. Most of these are chin 
straps with an elastic band 
which is worn over the head. 
In some instances this can be 
effective. 


After all medical causes are 


eliminated and after the sim- 
ple custom or home-made de- 
vices fail, then comes the in- 
evitable need for plugging the 
listener's ears to find his own 
peaceful slumber. Such plugs 
are available.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 
federal survey shows that labor 
unions with the highest paying 
jobs in the San Francisco Bay 
Area have the smallest per­ 
centage of members who are 
Negroes or Spanish-named.

Mr. N icholas Johnson 
is 
young, bright, and charming 
But wait, you have not heard the 
worst. He is a one-man reformer 
who is situated in the Federal 
Communications 
Commission, 
and will be there until 1973. He 
has single-handedly undertaken 
to reform U.S. television, which 
is a praiseworthy ambition, but 
he has elected to use must 
unusual means of doing so. 
Mr. Johnson has written a 
most engaging polemic called, 
“ How to Talk Back to Your 
Television Set.” In that book he 
arrives at conclusions which are 
almost indistinguishable from 
Mr. Agnew s, namely that a 
very small lot of people exercise 
altogether too much power in 
America, 
to wit 
those 
who 
control television. It is strange 
that the two gentlemen should 
have arrived at the same con­ 
clusion because Mr. Agnew can 
be described, roughly, as a 
Nixon Republican, whereas Mr. 
Johnson is — I should suppose — 
a Gene McCarthy Democrat. 
Mr. Agnew wants to reform 
television by the force of public 
opinion. Mr. Johnson wants to 
use 
legislative 
and 
a d ­ 
m inistrative weapons to change 
TV. 
Now here is his principal 
weapon The original law setting 
up the FCC stipulated that a 
licensee, i.e. the individual or 
the corporation that is granted a 
license, must petition at the end 
of every three-year period for a 
renewal of that license. What 
criteria were to be considered 
by the FCC at such times as they 
review ed 
a 
licen see’s 
a p ­ 
plication for renewal? The law 
talks rather vaguely in terms of 
serving the public interest. Over 
the years, the FCC renewed and 
renewed and renewed, tens of 
thousands of times. Stations that 
were making money were able, 
tacitly, to point to the high 
ratings that m ade their stations 
profitable and invite the in­ 
ference that they were clearly 
serving the public interest, as 
witness how much of the public 
was listening in. Stations that 
lost money were able to use the 
argum ent that such was their 
concern for the public interest 
that they even lost money in 
trying to please people. 


Slowly, the FCC evolved a 
series of standards, defining for 
instance the so-called Fairness 
D octrine, 
w hich 
requires 
television and radio to grant 
tim e 
under 
certain 
c ir­ 
cumstances to people whfl are 
attacked. Additionally, the FCC 
has 
insisted 
that a 
certain 
am ount 
of 
public 
service 
programming be done — that 
kind of thing. In return, station 
owners have assum ed that 
unless they were caught in very 
grave 
d ereliction 
of 
FCC 
regulations, the renewal was — 
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essentially — a formality. 
Along cam e Mr. Johnson. He 
read the law and said flatly that 
the law does 
not confer 
a 
property right on the licensee, 
and that that being the case,

TV.Now here is his principal 
weapon The original law setting 
up the FCC stipulated that a 
licensee, i.e. the individual or 
the corporation that is granted a 
license, must petition at the' end 
of every three-year period for a 
renewal of that license. What 
criteria were to be considered 
by the FCC at such times as they 
reviewed a licensee’s ap­ 
plication for renewal? The law 
'talks rather vaguely in terms of 
serving the public interest. Over 
'the years, the FCC renewed and 
renewed and renewed, tens of 
thousands of times. Stations that 
were making money were able, 
tacitly, to point to the high 
ratings that made their stations 
profitable and invite the in­ 
ference that they were dearly 
serving the public interest, as 
witness how much of the public 
was listening in. Stations that 
lost money were able to use the 
argument that such was their 
concern for the public interest 
that they even lost money in 
trying to please people 


essentially — a formality. 
Along came Mr Johnson. He 
read the law and said flatly that 
the law does not confer a 
property right on the licensee, 
and, that that being the case, 
really, why should Jones, who 
has had a station for three 
years, be preferred over 
Robinson, who hasn’t? Now the 
result was potentially explosive. 
Because it co6ts only about a 
hundred thousand dollars to file 
an application for a station that 
m ay be worth twenty-five 
million dollars Pretty good 
odds, if you win. 
Senator Pastore of Rhode 
Island introduced a bill which 
said simply that no one could 
apply for a station unless the 
FCC had already disqualified 
the current licensee Pressure

Pastore. The FCC then voted, 
over Mr. Johnson’s protests, on 
a new formula. Licensees would 
not be bumped if the FCC ruled 
that they had run their stations 
substantially in the public in­ 
terest. That left, both sides 
unhappy Mr. Johnson, because 
there is som ething of a 
presumption still in favor of the 
licensee The owners because 
there is a vagueness there which 
commits them to a life of per­ 
petual insecurity.

to let the minorities have their 
own radio and television by 
paying a small charge to see 
their favorite programs So 
arrange it, and there' would be 
no need for the FCC to handle 
such unanswerable questions as 
what exactly is it which is in the 
public interest One wishes Mr. 
Johnson had stressed that point 
more ardently in his book. But 
forgive him that one tran­ 
sgression and have a look at a 
sprightly diatribe against 
contemporary TV.

This is about the 600 block on 


Rio St., east. Yes, the old Sierra 
Lumber Co. railroad track used 
to run across the old river 
bridge.

DAVIS (AP) — Dr. Robert S. 


Loomis is 
trying to 
tie 


economics, 
sociology, 


engineering and biology into one 
bundle to come up with a new 
breed of scientist to carry out 
the environmental revolution 
demanded of the 1970s. 


Loomis and a small group of 


associates already have turned 
the University of California 
campus at Davis — by tradition 
a quiet school emphasizing 
agriculture — into a national 
leader in ecological research. 


Now, Loomis, director of the 


research-oriented Davis In- 
stitute of Ecology, is working to 
develop programs to introduce 
undergraduates 
to 
en- 


vironmental problems and to 
develop a new science of ecology 
in the graduate division. 


The undergraduate program 


— possibly a series of three or 
four courses or seminars — may 
be under way by fall and could 
involve a thousand or more 
students, he said. 


The graduate program will 


take longer, and there are no 
plans to expand beyond the 
present graduate enrollment of 
26 students next fall unless new 
funds are found. 


"Somewhere in the scheme of 


things we need people who can 
look at the overall system of 
man and nature," Loomis said. 
"Every 
doctor, 
lawyer, 


engineer, planner, sociologist 


and politican we turn out of 
college ought to be exposed to 
some core notions about man 
and his relationship to the en- 
vironment," Loomis added. 


"We are trying to develop a 


new kind of researcher," he said 
of the graduate 
program. 


"Ecology has its origins in 
biology, and the core of our 
faculty — 50 percent — is made 
up of biologists." 


"Ecology is the study of how 


living things interact," he ex-" 
plained. "The classical ecologist 
looked for a 'natural en- 
vironment' undisturbed by man. 
The new ecology is concerned 
with man and his environment, 
and it considers man as part of 
the environment." 


"Air and water pollution are 


straightforward, but land use is 
a big question. This is the new 
ecology," he said. "We must 
create a new discipline bringing 
together economics, sociology, 
engineering and biology." 


Loomis said this means that 


the new ecology gives high 
priolity to the involvement of 
social scientists. The institute 
has 45 faculty members from 18 
departments 
involved 
in 


research projects. 


They include regional plan- 


ners, anthropologists, 
sociologists, engineers, lawyers, 
agricultural engineers, "and all 
these people call themselves 
Ecologists," Loomis said.

consumer court actions is "like 
balloon bread — substantial at 
first glance but short on 
weight." 


In short, Mrs. Grant said in 


testimony prepared for the 
Senate 
consumer sub- 


committee, "the administration 
bill is a consumer fraud." 


Her opposition was aimed at 


one of three administration bills 
that would implement the 
"Buyers 
Bill 
of Rights" 


promised by President Nixon 
last year. 


The bill is intended to 


strengthen Federal 
Trade 


Commission powers and enable 
consumers to bring class-action 
lawsuits. 


At the same time, however, it 


would limit these actions to 11 
categories and allow them only 
after the Justice Department or 
the FTC had successfully sued 


the violator. 


Mrs Grant said a bill in- 


troduced by Democrats Frank 
E. Moss of Utah, chairman of 
the subcommittee, and Joseph 
D. Tydings of Maryland was far 
better than the administration 
proposal. 


She said the Moss-Tydings 


measure, which would permit 
immediate 
class 
actions 


whenever consumer rights were 
violated, would put the power to 
seek consumer justice "where it 
belongs — beyond the reach of 
campaign contributors, industry 
lobbyists 
or 
Washington 


lawyers." 


"The 
single 
most 


disingenuous provision in the 
administration bill 
is its 


prerequisite of a 
Justice 


Department or FTC action 
before a class suit may be 
brought," Mrs. Grant said. 
"What assurance would con- 
sumers have that these agencies 
would have sufficient funding or 
personnel to prosecute the many 
thousands of instances of 
systematic consumer abuse that 


occur every year?" 


Mrs. Grant said that during 


1989 the FTC issued only 65 
complaints of deceptive prac- 
tices while her office alone 
received 65 each day. 


"What is to stop the attorney 


general from opting for an 
arrangement with the target 
company whereby the company 
agrees to mind its manners in 
the future in return for the 
government's promise to im- 
munize the company for past 
misconduct?" she asked. 


"Even if the relevant agencies 


had both the money and the will 
to sue," said Mrs. Grant, "the 
sheer time it takes for the 
government to win a case 
precludes a meaningful sub- 
sequent consumer action sharp 
corporate lawyers can stall an 
FTC action for up to 30 years." 


Mrs. Grant also said the 11

newspaper said the equipment

missiles and mobile radar units. 
The Israelis claim to have 
knocked out most of Egypt's 
antiaircraft missile launchers 
and radar station in the almost 
daily raids the Israeli air force 
has been making for many 
weeks. 


The sources were quoted as 


saying no MIG 23 or Sukhoi 9 jets 
have been shipped to Egypt. 
These planes are the latest in the 
Soviet arsenal and the Egytians 
are believed to have requested 
them urgently. 


The newspaper said the airlift 


was unloading at Alexandria, 
Almaza military airfield near 
Cairo and in the Upper Egyptian 
town of Luxor. The planes are 
arriving at the rate of one every 
half hour, the paper said.
